Warns Britain 
Of Fuel Crisis 


LONDON, Sept. 23 (Telepress). 
—Arthur Homer, general secretary 
of the National Union of Mine- 
workers, told the Trade . Union 
Congress (TUC) delegates on 
Sept. 6 that there may be a fuel 
crisis this winter “which will be 
deeper and more severe than the 
coal crisis of 194V7.” 

“I cannot seee,” he declared, 
“with less than 700,000 men in 
this industry, and with a regular 
fall of about 100 men a week, 
how we are to. get the coal” for 
industries to. preserve the present 
employment level. 

The miners, he said, were 
deeply ‘indignant about the com- 
pensation paid to former coal 
owners. The union had accepted 
the. principle of compensation, 
but, he added, “we have never ac- 
cepted and never will accept re- 
sponsibility for the huge sum 


“which is to be paid to the old 


owners, nor will we be limited in 
our demand by the effect of that 
payment.”

N egro Councils Are 
Source of New Strength 


The launching of the Na- 
tional Negro Labor Council at a 
a convention in Cincinnati Oct. 
27 will mark a new and higher 
level in the struggle for Negro 
rights afd Negro-white unity in 
America’s labor movement. Until 
now the movement was under 
the direction of a continuations 
committee named by the Con- 
ference for Negro Rights held 
in Chicago in June; 1950: 

Since Chicago, 23 Negro la- 
lob councils are established in 
cities from coast to coast.:-Evén 
more important,-the program of 
the Chicago conference, par- 
ticularly its “Model FEPC 
Clause,” has taken hold in much 
of the labor movement. The 
inclusion of non-discrimination 
clauses in contracts is no longer 
a novel idea, although most 
unions still don't have them. 


_ And there is a much wider ac- 


ceptance of the idea that a 
union has to give SPECIAL at- 
tention to upgrading of Negroes 
and for full rights for them in 
apprenticeship training. ‘ 
Where unions understood the 
significance of the movement, 
and encouraged it, they found 
in it a source of new strength 
and the key to a far stronger 
Negro-white unity. The Negro 
Labor Council movement - has 


also encouraged Negroes to 


come forward as leaders. 
It need hardly be said here 
that the movement was. most 


_ welcomed in the progressive-in- 
fluenced unions. And. it was . 
for that reason, that 

e ‘of -the progressive - led’ 
} unions! drew their major new 


strength in the past year from 
Negro workers. _ 
a 
But some people, even among 
those who supported the move- 
ment of Negro labor councils, 
have failed to appreciate that 


it Is PRIMARILY a movement 
of Negro workers, that in the 
first place it expresses the pres- 
sure and influence of the grow- 
ing and vigorous force of Negro 
workers in the trade unions and 
shops. Too many of us, espe- 
cially among the whites, see a 
movement for the rights of the 
Negro people through the pat- 


tern of other organiations that | 


are in the field, notably the Na- ° 


tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People, 
the Urban League, and others. 


Those organizations are di- 
rected by Negroes and whites, 
with the latter largely persons 
with benevolent inclinations or 


political objectives, while the 


former are mostly of the middle- 
class, | 
Sterling Neal, of Louisville, a 
Negro labor leader, secretary- 
treasurer of the midwest district 
of the United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers, explained 
the matter clearly during a dis- 
cussion on the subjett . before 
that union’s convention last 
week, He told of a case in 
Louisville when four Negro 
workers were hurt in an accident. 
Taken to the nearest hospital 


”- 


they were elf to lie on the 
floor without attention, although 
doctors were in evidence and 
not particularly busy. But the 
rule of jimcrow was more im- 
portant than the lives of the 
four., It was a_ hospital for 
whites only. 

In the case of one whose 
moans from pain apparently dis- 
turbed some people, a doctor 
gave him a needle. One of the 
four died on the floor. 

So incensed was the Negro 
community over the affair that a 
movement of protest’developed, 
said Sterling. It was initiated 
by trade unionists with the sup- 
port of others in the community. 
But the officials of the NAACP 
and Urban League declined to 
participate. | 
' Sterling concluded that most 
existing organizations of the 
Negro people are headed by 
middle class and. professional 
persons who often cannot un- 
derstand the problems of the 
Negro workers., There is an 


‘urgency for an organization that 


does reflect directly the feeling, 
vigor, influence and aspirations 
of the NEGRO.WORKERS, and 
Sterling saw this in the National 
Negro Labor Council to be 
formed in Cincinnati. 


I have heard on occasions 
some expressions of doubt or 
fear of an organization that 
brings together Negro unionists 
to press for full citizenship in 
the labor movement* Some say 
it will cause division or be- 
come a “pressure” movement of 
Negro unionists in a_ union. 

Only people who resist: the 
Jong overdue ‘and just demands 
of the Negro unionists for full 
tights, have cause to fear such 
organized influence. Progres- 
sives, far from. fearing such in- 
fluence; ‘will encourage it and 
thereby raise Negro-white unity 
to a higher level and put it on 
a more durable basis.

These views for peace contrast just-as strongly with 
the recent utterances of the top leaders of the AFL 
executive council, and the weird full-page editorial rushed 
to the. New York Times (price about $3,500) by the New 
York CIO leaders just as Acheson was pulling. off his 
San Francisco deal with the Pearl Harbor gang that tried 
to murder the USA. 


The fact is that both the AFL executive council and 
the N. Y. CIO advertisement took the ghastly and anti- 
American position that war between the U. S. A. and 
the Soviet Union is inevitable. Both speak with scorn 
and even with hatred of the Soviet Union’s philosophy 
that capitalism and socialism can live in’ peace side by 
side. 


But we believe that the AFL-butchers are right, that 


the UE convention is right, when they take the stand~ 


that war is not inevitable, that the two systems can work 
out what the UE calls-a.global formula for peace.” 


IT HAS NEVER BEEN—despite all the forgeries to 
the contrary—a Soviet doctrine that Socialism can be 
imposed on other peoples by force or invasion. The 
Soviet Union has never uttered a single word assuming

The letter follows: 

We got the news of your 
“day in court.” Even though no 
one expects justice for a Negro 
youth trom a jimcrow court, or 
fair treatment from a “justice” 
Department that is stamping all 
over the Bill of Rights, we were 
all hit hard and angered by the 
shamelessness and open fakery 
of the proceedings. 

You and the lawyers, despite 
all thé stacking of the cards, 
did a terrific job. The fact that 
the prosecution had to drop its 
main frame-up charge of “wilful 
draft evasion” is really a first 
class victory. With that admis- 
sion, the prosecution's case 
against you actually collapsed. 
With it too was exploded their 
aim of slandering you as a “draft 
dodger.” 

No doubt, McGrath and com- 
pany, who try to label all peace 
activity as “subversive,” wanted 


through your case to make it 


especially dangerous and “ver- 
boten” for youth of draft-age 
to oppose the militarization of 
our country and the drive to a 
new world war. But they were 
compelled to take back their 
phony charge of “draft: eva- 
sion,” precisely because your

No enemy with gun in hand at- 
tacked the United States in 1950. 
Not a single American national had 
died at foreign hands when the 
war drams were set to dirling.
